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County Takes Transfer 
Problems to Lansing

Tax values of proposed trans- 
ferred lands and private land in the 
military ranges surfaced as two 
major problems at a Lansing 
meeting last week among area 
legislators, DNR officials, and 
county and township leaders. 


Fred Schaibly, Lovells Twp. 
Supervisor, Bernie Fowler, 
Grayling Twp. Supervisor, Larry 
Mattis, Crawford County Com- 
missioner, Charles Rademacher, 
head of the DNR lands division, 
aides for state senators Connie 
Binsfeld and Mitch Irwin, and 
Representative Ralph Ostling met 
to discuss a possible transfer of 
61,000 acres of DNR land to the 
military. 

A change in tax values in the lan- 
ds proposed for transfer could cost 
local government units a drop of 
$113,000 a year in tax revenues, 
Mattis said. DNR land in the mili- 
tary ranges is currently taxed at 


$1.50 an acre or higher for ad 
valorum lands. Military land is 
taxed at 10 cents an acre. 

One possible solution offered at 
the meeting, Mattis said, would be 
for Rep. Ostling to try to have a 
public act setting the military 
lands tax at 10 cents amended to 
$1.50 an acre. 

An old problem with private lan- 
ds located within the ranges sur- 
faced again as a proposed transfer 
would turn leased DNR land over to 
the military. Some residents were 
worried that pockets of private 
land could be condemned or 
military use could increase on 
some of the land transferred. 

Rademacher told local officials 
the DNR could write certain 
restrictions such as buffer zones 
from private lands into any tran- 
sfer agreement, but Mattis said a 
lot of work would have to be done to 
straighten out questions about 
private lands before any transfer 
should be considered.

Two Grayling men, George 
Warren and Roger Palmer, took 
second and third in the brook trout 
division. Warren caught a 13 7/8 in- 
ch, 1 1/8 brook and Palmer hooked 
a 13% inch, 1% pound brook. 
Warren won a flashlight and 


Palmer took home a dozen trout 
flies. 

All the fish were reeled in Satur- 
day in local streams, Ten fish were 
brought into the judging location at 
Skip’s Sport Shop on M-72 West. 

“The contest went well,’ Skip 
Madsen said, “Especially since it 
was the first time. There was a lot

A CHRISTIAN’S

TO GOVERNMENT 

Romans 13:5-7 

Last week we saw that 
government is ordained of 
God to reward good and 
punish evil in society. ‘‘For 
he is the minister of God to 
thee for good. But if thou do 
that which is evil, be afraid; 
for he beareth not the word 
in vain: for he is the minister 
of God, a revenger to 
execute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil.” Romans 13:4. 
Humanistic liberalism has 
attempted to reverse this 
principle by protecting the 
“rights” of the criminal and 
blaming the good people in 
society for his evil. 

1, Obedience through fear 
of punishment. This is the 
first Bible principle deman- 
ding obedience to govern- 
ment. We need to push for 
the re-instatement of capital 
punishment and other forms 
of corporal punishment to 
restore a fear of government 
in those who are tempted to 
do evil or wrong. 

2. Obedience through con- 
cern for conscience. 
“Wherefore ye must needs 
be subject, not only for 
wrath, but also for conscien- 
ce sake.’”’ Romans 13:5. This 
is especially true concerning 
the payment of taxes. “For 
for this cause pay ye tribute 
also: for they are God's 
ministers, attending con- 
tinually upon this very 
thing.”” As a minister of the 
gospel the people in my 
church determine my 
salary, and it seems wrong 
to me that government 
leaders should be able to 
determine their own 
salaries, yet that does not 
give you or me the right to 
withhold taxes. Our control 
over big spenders in govern- 
ment is at the ballot box. 

3. Obedience through 
respect. ‘“‘Render therefore 
to all their dues: tribute to 
whom tribute is due; custom 
to whom custom; fear to 


whom fear; honour to whom |

The Michigan Council on Crime 
and Delinquency (MCCD) has filed 
suit in the Ingham County Circuit 
Court, under the provisions of the 
Freedom of Information Act, to for- 
ce public disclosure of a_ federal 
Department of Justice report on 
alleged civil rights violations of the 
state’s three largest prisons. 

The Department of Corrections 
has refused to release the report, 
which was completed last’ fall, 
saying public disclosure could hurt 
its negotiating efforts to head off a 
potential lawsuit from the federal 
government, 

A newspaper article recently 
revealed that correcting the 
situations alleged in the report could 
cost as much as $20 million. 

Greg Hoyle, director of the MC- 
CD, said the organization was going 
to court in an effort to release the 
report after being rebuffed last 
January from a request for its 
release. 

Hoyle said the group had waited 
before filing the case, which was 
assigned to Judge James Kallman, 
after further unsuccessful efforts to 
acquire the report and securing ‘‘pro 
bono” legal service. | 

The group’s Freedom of Infor- 
mation request was denied because 
the department claimed to be a law 
enforcement agency, which Hoyle 
said opinions had held it was not, 
and because it would violate the 
lawyer/client privilege. 

Hoyle said the organization was 
not trying to inject itself into the 
negotiations between the depart- 
ment and the federal government.

Suit Filed To Open 
Federal Report on Prisons 


Warren M. Hoyt, Executive Director, MPA 


“We're not asking in any way that 
any negotiations be held in public. 
All we’re asked for is the finding of 
facts about our prisons and the pre- 
liminary solutions. These reports 
are essentially public documents,” 
he said. 

Hoyle continued the report should 
not be seen as an adversarial 
document, but as a way of assisting 
the state in dealing with the 
problems of prison overcrowding or 
poor facilities. 

He also said the organization does 
not intend to do anything with the 
report, except help inform the public 
on prison problems. The report, he 
said, ‘“‘can be used as a tool.”’ 

Releasing it would also ‘show a 
good faith effort to deal with the 
problems. It could be good for their 
case,’”’ Hoyle said. 

Gail Light, a spokesperson for the 
department, repeated statements 
that the department intends even- 
tually to make the report public. 

“It’s only in the stages of nego- 
tiation when we don’t know if we'll 
end up in court or reach a settlement 
that we want to keep our relation- 
ship with the Justice Department on 
a friendly basis,’’ she said. 

She added that releasing the 
report at this time could jeopardize 
those negotiations. 

The report deals with alleged civil 
rights violations at the Southern 
Michigan Prison in Jackson, the 
Michigan Reformatory in Ionia and 
the maximum security prison in 
Marquette. 

All three instituitions were scenes 
of prison disturbances in 1981.

We in this area are blessed 
with fine rivers and some S0- 
called creeks which would 
pass for rivers. Rivers have 
always been important. 
They have served as high- 
ways for travel and corn- 
merce, supplied water, and 
provided recreation. We 
have had our problems with 
rivers, most of them caused 
by us. Paul Bunyan had his 
problems with rivers too. He 
discovered the Powder 
River and thought it at first a 
likely place for logging oper- 
ations, but its peculiarities 
rendered it useless. In places 
it was a mile deep and a foot 
wide, while in other places it 
widened out to a mile wide 
and a foot deep. Then there 
was Hot River, which was 
equally impossible for it 
scalded the calks from the 
boots of his loggers. After 
that, there was the Wild 
River which seemed 
promising until Paul 
discovered its water to be 
teeming with cougarfish, 
which had deathdealing 
claws on their tails. The 
Rolling River had its source 
on the topmost series of hills 
which decreased in height 
north and south from a cen- 
tral peak. Up and down these 
hills, cleaving the top of each 
one, rushed the Rolling 
River.

Rolling River was 
full of “Giddyfish” which 
were socalled because of 
their antics when the waters 
separated at the tops of the 
hills and were left undecided 
as to which way to go. The 
Big Auger didn’t flow flat in 
its bed, but flowed toward 
the sea like a high-speed 
drill. The taming of the Big 
Auger is a story all its own. 
The story of the Round River 
drive will bear telling some- 
day as its locale is this area. 
It is a good thing that Paul 
took most of the wild out of 
our rivers, else we would 
still have the Little Fraid 
and the Big Skeery.

ficult skills required for Nap- 
of-the-Earth (NOE) flight. 
All pilots hope the time will 
not come to have to perform 
these evasion flight 
techniques against an enemy 
force, but also realizing the 
uncertainty of world con- 
ditions, proficiency is tanta- 


mount to success. 

The NOE training 
challenges the abilities of the 
pilot to master 


simultaneously such skills 
as: map reading at 90 miles 
per hour, aircraft control in 
various wind conditions, and 
obstacle avoidance. With the 
threat of heat-seeking 
missiles and radar detec- 
tion, NOE training insures 
the pilots that his mission 
can be conducted in a hostile 
environment against a 
sophisticated enemy. Being 
involved in a training en- 
vironment where mistakes 
can be corrected is part of 
this aviation training at 
Grayling. Accidentally 
deviating from the 
prescribed courses on the 
military reservation can be 
corrected; crossing an ad- 
jacent area of terrain 
feature may have drastic ef- 
fects in a war zone. The 
majority of these pilots (ap- 
proximately 85%) are Viet- 
nam veterans whose ex- 
perience in combat is con- 
sidered necessary to provide 
the Army with the rapid 
mobilization of aviation 
resources which may be 
required in any future con- 
flict. Being experienced and 
professional in their flying 
duties, these pilots strive for 
the perfection of their flying 
skills. 


To insure that the goals of 
the aviation units are met 
without creating problems 
with other units in training 
or the public, an extensive 
briefing is conducted by the 
Camp Grayling aviation 
staff. All restrictions to 
flight and other local limita- 
tions required while flying at 
Camp Grayling are 
discussed. Although every 
effort is made to prevent 
problems, pilots sometimes 
become disoriented and 
stray off the NOE training 
areas. When this situation 
occurs, immediate correc- 
tive action is taken. But oc- 
casionally, flying at 90 miles 
per hour, a considerable dis- 
tance will be traversed prior 
to the realization that an 
error has occurred. 


In our continuing effort to 
enhance the public relations 
with the community, Camp 
Grayling offers a program 
that describes the various 
aspects of aviation training.
